Insurance is 
not a gamble; it is an industry. 
Under the law, there ia no risk 
to the insurer. The risk is en­ 
tirely with the policy holder. He 
Is certain to pay a heavy amount 
annually if he buys liability in­ 
surance. Whether or not he will 
benefit from it in entirely in the 
realm of chance.

Tlie underwriter, on the other 
hand, ia protected. If the com­ 
pany pays out more than it takes 
in, the rnte goes up.

The driver can pay till he's 
in the poor house. It is a matter 
of complete indifference to the 
companies or the government 
whether or not he. goes broke.

That insurance is profitable  
to the insurer was proven once 
and for all when the government 
undertook what no underwriter 
would tackle: to insure men to 
go to war.

The policy became effective in 
October 1959.
